marine dived into the Pacific off 
Hong Kong and didn’t surface 
again until 21 day s later at Pearl 
Harbor.

Work is progressing on an 
atomic power plant for submar­ 
ines, which would lift even the 
fuel and batteries requirement 
An atomic-operated engine would 
operate forever without refuel­ 
ling for all practical purposes.

Mortgage With 
State Official 


Columbus Bus Firm 
Owes To State 
Transport Head 


COLUMBUS, April 10— (AP)— 
May or James A. Rhodes of Co­ 
lumbus said today a st^te em­ 
ploy e who supervises transporta­ 
tion of Ohio school children holds 
an $ 18,000 mortgage on a com­ 
pany which sells school buses. 
The may or, a candidate for 
the Republican nomination for 
governor, identified the man as 
Earl C. Welshimer, supervisor of 
pupil transportation in the De­ 
partment of Education. Rhodes 
said the company was Buckey e 
Body Builders, Inc. of Columbus. 
Welshimer admitted to news­ 
men that he holds a mortgage on 
the company ’s building, but said 
this had not influenced the pur 
chases of school buses. 
Rhodes said, in a prepared 
statement, that 
W e l s hi m e r 
placed the Buckey e Corp. “en­ 
gaged in the selling of school 
buses to the school districts of 
Ohio, under a heavy direct finan­ 
cial obligation to himself.” 
Welshimer told newsmen he 
bought a mortgage on the prop­ 
erty from Standard Savings Bank 
of Columbus for $ 18,000. The Ed­ 
ucation Department official said 
Buckey e had paid off “part of the 
mortgage.” 
‘The company , 
as 
far as I 
know, has not received a very 
large portion of school bus busi­ 
ness in Ohio,” Welshimer as­ 
serted. 
Rhodes said in his statement: 
“Welshimer in his official ca­ 
pacity takes part in the formu­ 
lating of specifications 
regula­ 
tions and requirements of school 
boards to purchase school buses. 
Before the purchase out of state 
funds can be made, Welshimer 
must sign approval and issue au­ 
thority for the purchase. 
‘The Lausche administration 
has knowledge of Welshimer’s 
deep financial involvement in 
this 
concern selling 
products 
which are paid for by the tax­ 
pay ers. The people of Ohio are 
entitled to know if the Lausche 
administration approves this prac­ 
tice in government.” 
Gov. Frank. J. Lausche said he 
had heard about the case. He 
made this comment: 
“The personnel in the Depart­ 
ment of Education consists of the 
identical persons there when I 
became governor. It is my under­ 
standing that Mr. Welshimer is 
a Republican appointed in the 
Bricker administration by Mr. 
Kenneth C. Ray , then director of 
education. 
“ The head of the department 
in which Mr. Welshimer works 
is Mr. Robert Rohe, a former 
Republican state senator and an 
employ e of the department for 
many y ears. It is my further un­ 
derstanding that an advisory 
board made up of the superin­ 
tendents of county , city and ex­ 
empted school districts pass upon 
all specifications 
prepared by 
Mr. Rohe’s department. 
“While I do not recall having 
met Mr. Welshimer 
and only 
have had office conferences with 
Mr. Rohe, reports I have are that 
they have served efficiently in 
their respective positions. If fur­ 
ther information is to be had 
about Mr. Welshimer, 
it will 
have to be sought from Mr. Ray , 
now a candidate for the Repub­ 
lican nomination for state trea­ 
surer and from U. S. Sen. (John 
W.) Bricker, under whose ad­ 
ministration he was appointed.

Its agents pro bably 
kno w they ’ll be hu nting fo r a two -headed whatzit 
It to o k hu ndreds o f go v ernment agents so me 12 
y ears and v ast su ms o f pu blic mo ney to get 
eno u gh ev idence o n Harry Bridges to pin him 
do wn o n a charge o f perju ry fo r say ing he wasn’t 
a Co mmu nist. Ev en if Lattimo re were a card- 
bearing species o f Co mmie, it isn’t likely he’d 
hav e left traces that the FBI co u ld find. If he 
were o nly an indiv idu al who se o pinio n o n certain 
matters bo re a striking resemblance to o pinio ns 
held by ano ther go v ernment, the FBI wo u ld be 
helpless.

Altho u gh o ne sho u ld no t ig­ 
no re early sy mpto ms, co nstantly 
thinking abo u t 
diseases 
and 
sy mpto ms is u ndesirable. Fear o r 
diseases may ev en bring abo u t 
the dev elo pment o f sy mpto ms 
which are no t related to any dis­ 
ease at all, bu t arise pu rely fro m 
the emo tio ns o r the imaginatio n. 
As has been stated many times, 
o v eranx iety sho u ld 'be av o ided. 
Peo ple sho u ld hav e reaso nable 
kno wledge o f their bo dies and 
ho w they o perate, bu t need no t 
think 
that 
ev ery 
little thing 
which o ccu rs is a sign o f impend­ 
ing phy sical disaster. A sev ere 
lo ng-lasting co u gh, the abno rmal 
appearance o f blo o d at any o f the 
o penings o f the bo dy , persistent 
pain and things o f that so rt, 
sho u ld no t be igno red. 
On the o ther hand sensatio ns, 
ev en painfu l o nes, which last o nly 
a few mo ments and nev er co me 
back, are generally insignificant. 
Ov eranx iety can bring o n all 
kinds o f strange sy mpto ms which 
then cau se a great deal o f addi­ 
tio nal wo rry . Fu rthermo re, so me 
diseases like an u lcer o f the sto m­ 
ach o r spastic co lo n are made 
mu ch wo rse when the patient be­ 
co mes emo tio nally u pset. 
The pro per po int o f v iew to 
take o n all these things, therefo re, 
is no t to igno re o r neglect any 
sy mpto m which appears to be 
serio u s o r which lasts fo r any 


stant wo rry that so mething seri­ 
o u s may happen so me day , o n the 
o ther hand, is equ ally to be 
av o ided. 
There is no o ne mo re u nhappy 
than the perso n who co nstantly 
“fears” cancer o r so me o ther seri­ 
o u s co nditio n witho u t any real 
basis fo r that fear. Calmness and 
so me co nfidence in natu re’s abil­ 
ity to withstand many o f the ills 
o f mankind helps to establish the 
greatest enjo y ment o f life. 
There is an art to liv ing. It is 
tru e that science has bro u ght 
mu ch to mo dern life and, 
o f 
co u rse, to the adv ance o f med­ 
icine, bu t it is still nit po ssible 
to regu late ev ery thing we do o n 
pu rely scientific gro u nds. The 
perso n who is fu lly adju sted will 
no t think all the time o f the po s­ 
sible illnesses which might af­ 
flict him.

At the 
least it will be awfu lly ex pen­ 
siv e to enfo rce, since it pu ts the 
U. S. go v ernment in the bu siness 
o f inspecting all beaneries. 
Fo r o nce in their liv es, Presi­ 
dent Tru man and Sen. Harry F. 
By rd o f Virginia seem to agree

o f inv estigato rs. Witho u t the ev i­ 
dence u nco v ered, fo r instance, 
by the ho u se u n-American activ ­

ments. First o ff, let me clear u p 
o ne po int. Becau se o f a mistake 
o n the part o f a researcher, I 
erro neo u sly had President James 
Mo nro e speak in the o ld hall. 
The place isn’t 
hau nted;

President didn’t speak there, 
hasten to make this co rrectio n. 
I do no t intend to argu e abo u t 
what ev ents make bu ildings hal 
lo wed. Su ffice it to say that mo st 
histo rical stru ctu res draw their 
v alu e fro m the prestige o f their 
v isito rs thro u gh the y ears.

No r do I intend to be drawn 
into a debate abo u t the wo rthi­

hall.. The $50,000 figu re fo r the 
rehabilitatio n o f the o ld city hall 
represents the ro u gh estimate o f 
a state au tho rity who said that 
amo u nt likely wo u ld satisfy State 
Fir -i Marshal requ irements. At 
the mo ment we are attempting 
to so u nd o u t Salem sentiment o n 
dev elo pment o f a memo rial. If 
we find su fficient su ppo rt, it will 
be necessary fo r co mmu nity rep­ 
resentativ es to wo rk o u t details 
o f su ch a rehabilitatio n pro gram 
with the state fire marshal, the 
Ohio 
State Archeo lo gical and 
Histo rical So ciety and, last, bu t 
no t least, the General Assembly . 
As fo r u pkeep, that wo u ld be 
no minal, if the 
ex perience 
o f 
o ther state mo nu ments can 
be 
taken as a 
criteria. 
So u v enir 
sales, etc., 
o ffer a small so u rce 
o f inco me. The principal mo ney 
so u rce, ho wev er, wo u ld be the 
state treasu ry . Co st o f mainte­ 
nance wo u ld hav e to be bo rne 
by the city o f Salem in the ev ent 
the General Assembly refu sed 
to make su ch an appro priatio n 
and this tu rn o f ev ents isn’t co n­ 
sidered likely . 


At any rate, this wo u ld be a 
small su m—at the mo st a v ery 
no minal inv estment in a Salem 
landmark 
that

This $50,000 
we are talking abo u t fo r the City 
Hal! pro ject is no t a cache o f 
cash laid aside fo r spending o n 
so me wo rthy Salem pro ject. It 
will be u sed o nly fo r dev elo p­ 
ment o f an histo rical mo nu ment 
so mewhere in Ohio .

Doors will be opened Thu rs­ 
day at the modern Sears-Roe- 
bu ck store as another Salem 
firm completes an ex tensiv e re­ 
modeling prog ram desig ned to 
offer shoppersy -eonv enient, well- 
lig hted su rrou nding s in which to 
secu re merchandise. 
The $125,000 remodeling pro­ 
ject conv erted the old Harris bil­ 
liards rooms, second floor of that 
bu ildirg , and the second floor 
ov er the Golden Eag le store into 
one of the most u p-to-date mer­ 
chandising bu ilding s in this area. 
Ex tensiv e chang es were made in 
the basement and 3a sizeable ad­ 
dition was made at the rear of 
the 
bu ilding . 
Kille & Haessly 
were the g eneral contractors for 
the prog ram which cov ered ap­ 
prox imately fiv e months. 
The basement 
was 
enlarg ed 
from six -foot depth to nine feet. 
A center brick wall was remov ­ 
ed and replaced with steel col­ 
u mns. Arou nd the ou tside of the 


pinned for additional streng th. 
An ex cav ation was made at the 
rear of the basement to add 30 
;eet more to the leng th. This area 
contains the boiler room, stair­ 
well and elev ator shaft.
